1 couldn’t agree more with 
that sentiment,” a smiling 
Obama said in one of sev¬ 
eral lighthearted references 
to his re-election this month 
to a second term.

CHICAGO (AP) — Feeling

Those driving face 
high gas prices and rising 
tolls. Now, with talk of the 
nation sliding off a “fiscal 
cliff" come January, many 
travelers said they're ac¬ 
cepting that sacrifices for 
pricey holiday journeys 
have become the norm. 


economy, the travel fore¬ 
cast for Thanksgiving week 
suggested a slight upward 
nudge as people and busi¬ 
nesses recover slowly from 
the 2007-09 recession in 
which Americans lost nearly 
a quarter of their wealth. 
Around 43.6 million Ameri¬ 
cans were expected to 
journey 50 miles (80 kilo¬ 
meters) or more between 
Wednesday and Sunday, 
just a 0.7 percent increase 
from last year, according 
to AAA's yearly Thanksgiv¬ 
ing travel analysis.

If food is whof divides us 
on Thanksgiving - and who 
doesn't have strong feel¬ 
ings on issues like whether 
stuffing goes in the bird or 
out? - then football is surely 
what brings us together.

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Retailers to make holiday shopping cheap and easy

NEW YORK (AP) — This holi¬ 
day season. Burger King 
won't be the only place 
where you can have it your 
way. 

It used to be enough tor 
stores to promise discounts 
up to 70 percent to lure 
shoppers during the busy 
holiday period. But the 
ease of ordering online 
and the sluggish economy 
changed that. Americans 
are no longer impressed by 
discounts alone. Now they 
want their shopping just 
like their fast food: not only 
cheap, but convenient too. 
That means they’re no lon¬ 
ger afraid to walk away 
from the cashmere sweat¬ 
er with the perfect fit if the 
store is crowded. They’re 
unwilling to buy those 
suede pumps in just the 
right shade of blue if ship¬ 
ping costs extra. And they 
cringe at the prospect of 
carrying around paper 
coupons; they’d rather pull 
them up electronically on 
smartphones. 

Retailers from Wal-Mart to 
Macy’s are doing every¬ 
thing they can to make 
it easier for more finicky 
shoppers to spend during 
the holidays. Several are 
opening on Thanksgiving 
Day. Some are offering 
free layaway and shipping. 
Many are matching in-store 


prices with cheaper online 
deals. Others are allowing 
shoppers to buy online and 
pick up their merchandise 
in stores. 

It's the latest effort by stores 
to court shoppers like Patty 
Edwards of Bellevue, Wash. 
Four years ago, Edwards 
made all of her holiday 
purchases online through 
Amazon because she 
thought it was the easiest 
way to shop. But this year, 
she plans to go elsewhere 
because stores are offering 
more shipping options. 
“Now I’m not necessarily 
tied to Amazon,” said Ed¬ 
wards, a retail analyst and 
principal at investment firm 
Trutina Financial. “I can go 
to Nordstrom, Saks or Target 
and have stuff available to 
pick up. It’s a pretty simple 
process. That wasn’t the 
case four or five years ago.” 
The have-it-your-way ap¬ 
proach is partly a response 
to fear. Merchants are con¬ 
cerned that shoppers will 
spend less freely this season 
because of worries about 
high unemployment and a 
package of tax increases 
and spending cuts known 
as the “fiscal cliff,” which 
will take effect in January 
unless Congress passes a 
budget deal. The changes 
also come as the growth 
of smartphones and tab¬ 
let computers has made it 
easier to browse and buy 
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with the touch of a fingertip. 
That puts pressure on brick- 
and-mortar retailers, which 
count on holiday shop¬ 
ping for up to 40 percent 
of their annual revenue, to 


get shoppers into stores. It’s 
becoming an increasingly 
difficult feat: The National 
Retail Federation estimates 
that overall sales in Novem¬ 
ber and December will rise 


4.1 percent this year, be¬ 
low last year’s 5.6 percent 
growth. But the online part 
of that is expected to rise 
17 percent, according to 
research firm comScore. 


“Retailers have to do a lit¬ 
tle more to grow sales this 
year,” said Frank Badillo, a 
senior economist at consul¬ 
tancy Kantar Retail. 

This isn’t the first time stores 


have had to up the ante. 
As Americans cut back 
on spending during the 
economic downturn, mer¬ 
chants ramped up their al¬ 
ready deep discounting. 
Shoppers became ad¬ 
dicted to the ever bigger 
sales, and they began flee¬ 
ing to online retailers, which 
can offer much cheaper 
prices because they don’t 
have the same overhead 
costs to operate brick-and- 
mortar locations. To better 
compete, brick-and-mortar 
stores concluded that they 
would have to replicate 
their online rivals’ formu¬ 
la. Shopping needs to be 
cheap and easy, they fig¬ 
ured. So stores began trying 
new ways to make shop¬ 
ping more convenient last 
year, such as free shipping 
and expanded hours. 

This holiday season, they’ve 
expanded the scope and 
scale of those incentives. 
Stores often open in the 
wee hours of the morning 
on the day after Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day, which is typically 
the biggest shopping day 
of the year. □

Woman pleads 
not guilty in son 
and girl’s deaths 

WHEATON, Illinois (AP) — A 

U.S. woman has pleaded 
not guilty in the stabbing 
deaths of her 7-year-old 
son and a 5-year-old girl 
she was babysitting. Polish 
immigrant Elzbieta Plack- 
owska’s stood silently as her 
public defender entered 
pleas on her behalf during 
a brief hearing Wednesday 
in Illinois. Plackowska has 
told investigators that the 
children had been jump¬ 
ing on the bed at the girl’s 
home, and she ordered 
them to pray, then stabbed 
them dozens of times as 
they begged for their lives. 
The 40-year-old told investi¬ 
gators she killed her son be¬ 
cause she was upset with 
her husband. She said she 
killed the girl because she 
was a witness to her son’s 
death.Q 

NY judge rejects 
9/11 suit against 
United Airlines 

NEW YORK (AP) — A New 

York City judge has reject¬ 
ed claims in a lawsuit that 
United Airlines can be held 
responsible for the collapse 
of a third World Trade Cen¬ 
ter building after the twin 
towers fell in the Sept. 11 at¬ 
tacks. A federal judge said 
Wednesday that the airline 
was not responsible for the 
collapse of 7 World Trade 
Center. Terrorists flew two 
commercial jets into the 
trade center towers that 
day in 2001. Some crash 
debris pierced the facade 
of 7 World Trade Center, 
which collapsed later that 
day. The corporate entity 
that owns 7 World Trade 
Center sued various avia¬ 
tion defendants, includ¬ 
ing United. The judge said 
United could not have fore¬ 
seen the chain of events 
that led to the building’s 
collapse.Q

Gun found in home tied to 
alleged NY merchant killer

NEW YORK - The palice said 
Wednesday that a .22-cali- 
ber weapon and several 
knives had been found in a 
Brooklyn apartment linked 
to a man being questioned 
in the recent killing of three 
Brooklyn shopkeepers. 

Shell casings of the some 
caliber were found at each 
of the crime scenes, the po¬ 
lice said. 

At the 67th Precinct station 
house Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, detectives were con¬ 
tinuing to question the man, 
whom the police have re¬ 
ferred to as John Doe Duf¬ 
fel Bag and who appears 
on surveillance video near 
the scene of the most re¬ 
cent shooting, at a shop on 
Flatbush Avenue. 

“They’re going very slowly,” 
said a person with knowl¬ 
edge of the investigation, 
adding that the man had 
been cooperative in talking 
to the police. “They think 


he’s their guy and they 
got him in a room, and 
they want to make sure it 
comes out right.” 

The weapon, a .22-caliber 
rifle that had been “sawed 
off,” was found in the 
Brooklyn apartment of the 
man’s girlfriend, said the 
person, who was not au¬ 
thorized to speak publicly 
about the investigation.

Hostess has OK to begin 
winding down business

WHITE PLAINS, New York (AP) — A bankruptcy court judge 
on Wednesday approved a request by Hostess Brands 
Inc. to begin winding down its operations. 

The ruling came Wednesday after the maker of Twinkies 
and other snack cakes failed in last-ditch negotiations to 
end a strike by its second-largest union. 

Hostess now has the green light to terminate the jobs of its 
18,000 workers without risking legal action, and to sell off 
its brands. 

In court Wednesday, Hostess said it needed to begin the 
liquidation process quickly to take advantage of outside 
interest in its brands, which a banker said could fetch up 
to $2.4 billion. That’s about how much Hostess generates 
in annual sales. 

The banker, Joshua Scherer of Perello Weinberg Partners, 
told the court that interest in Hostess’ brands has come 
from companies ranging from regional bakers to major 
national retailers that have long sold Hostess products. 
“This is a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to get iconic 
brands separate from their legacy operators,” Scherer 
said during the bankruptcy-court hearing in White Plains, 
New York. 

Hostess, based in Irving, Texas, also wanted to quickly 
shutter its business, because has been spending about $1 
million a day in payroll without any income since it halted 
operations lost week.

Greek PM presses for deal on loan

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece reacted with dis¬ 
may Wednesday after Eu¬ 
ropean finance ministers 
failed to agree to release 
vital rescue loans, with the 
prime minister warning that 
the stakes are higher than 
just his debt-ridden coun¬ 
try’s future. 

After 12 hours of debate, fi¬ 
nance ministers from the 17 
European Union countries 
that use the euro, together 
with the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund and European 
Central Bank, had no deal 
on Greece's financing. The 
impasse follows anofher 
fruitless meeting last week 
and highlights the depth 


of divisions over how to 
handle the country’s huge 
debt problem without 
reaching deeper into the 
pockets of their own tax¬ 
payers. 

“Greece has done what 
it had to and what it had 
committed to doing,” 
Prime Minister Antonis Sa¬ 
maras said. “Our partners, 
along with the IMF, also 
must do what they have 
undertaken.” 

The ministers are to con¬ 
vene again next Monday. 
But Greece is already living 
on borrowed time. Faced 
with €5 billion ($6.4 billion) in 
maturing treasury bills that 
it couldn’t pay last week, 
Athens issued more short¬ 
term debt to cover the gap 


and tide it over until it can 
receive its bailout funds. 
But most of that was in the 
form of four-week treasury 
bills, meaning the country 
will face the same situa¬ 
tion next month — when 
it has more than €7 billion 
($9 billion) in redemptions 
— unless the loans come 
through. 

“It is not just the future of 
our country, but the stabil¬ 
ity of the entire eurozone 
that depends on the suc¬ 
cessful completion of this 
effort in the coming days,” 
Samaras said. 

“Whatever technical diffi¬ 
culties (there might be) in 
finding a technical solution, 
do not excuse any ... de¬ 
lay,” he said.Q

Most of those arrested are 
expected to be arraigned 
this week on charges in¬ 
cluding drug trafficking, 
robbery, burglary, arms 
possession and handling 
stolen goods. The five mar¬ 
ijuana-growing operations 
involved 4,200 plants with 
an estimated street value of 
€3.5 million ($4.5 million).□ 


Egypt: protesters torch 
Al-Jazeera Cairo offices

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian 
protesters firebombed one 
of the offices of satellite 
broadcaster Al-Jazeera on 
Wednesday and attacked 
a police chief who tried to 
negotiate an end to three 
days of violent protests in 
central Cairo. 

The protesters hit the TV 
studio overlooking Tah- 
rir Square with firebombs, 
engulfing it in flames. In a 
televised interview from in¬ 
side the gutted office, re¬ 
porter Ahmed el-Dassouki 
said around 300 protesters 
approached the building 
before noon, shouting ob¬ 
scenities. He said they set 
the place on fire, stormed 
the building and looted 
the studio. “They accuse 
our network of being bi¬ 
ased and not objective," 
he said. Many protesters 
had accused the channel 
of bias in favor of the coun¬ 
try’s most powerful political 


force, the Muslim Brother¬ 
hood. 

After the attack, a crowd 
assaulted Cairo Police 
Chief Osama el-Saghir, 
who went to Tahrir Square 
to diffuse the situation, a se¬ 
curity official said. Protest¬ 
ers drove El-Saghir from the 
square with punches and 
kicks, the official added, 
speaking anonymously be¬ 
cause he was not autho¬ 
rized to brief reporters. Fire 
crews rushed to put out the 
office blaze as dozens of 
onlookers watched smoke 
and flames shoot from the 
balcony. Interior Minister 
Ahmed Gamal Eddin said 
police had arrested 118 
protesters since clashes 
broke out Monday. “We 
have more than once re¬ 
strained ourselves... and our 
forces have been wound¬ 
ed, but we will not stay with 
our hands tied or else peo¬ 
ple will hold us responsible,” 
he said during a press con¬ 
ference in Cairo. a 


Benghazi’s security director 
assassinated outside home

CAiRO - A senior Libyan 
security official was assas¬ 
sinated outside his home 
in the eastern city of Beng¬ 
hazi, officials said Wednes¬ 
day, the same city where 
the U.S. ambassador and 
three other Americans 
were killed at their diplo¬ 
matic compound in Sep¬ 
tember. The Libyan offi¬ 
cial's death was the latest 
in a series of mysterious kill¬ 
ings that have raised fears 
about the country's pre¬ 
carious postwar security. 
The official, Faraj Moham¬ 
med al-Drissi, who had 
held the post of Benghazi’s 
security director for only a 
few weeks, was fatally shot 


late Tuesday night as he 
was returning from work, 
said Wanis al-Sharif, a local 
Interior Ministry official. 
About 10 p.m., a Mitsubi¬ 
shi Lancer pulled up on 
al-Drissi’s street. Three men 
got out and opened fire, 
al-Sharif said, adding that 
the motive for the killing 
was unknown. 

The killing was the lat¬ 
est blow for Benghazi, 
which has staggered since 
armed men attacked U.S. 
intelligence and diplomat¬ 
ic buildings in September, 
killing Ambassador J. Chris¬ 
topher Stevens and three 
members of his staff in an 
assault that upended the 
city’s fragile power struc¬ 
ture. □

Tufts rescinds 
Lance Armstrong’s 
honorary degree 

MEDFORD, Massachussetts 
(AP) — Tufts University in 
Massachusetts in the United 
States has rescinded Lance 
Armstrong's honorary de¬ 
gree. A university spokes¬ 
woman says the school's 
trustees voted unanimously 
at their meeting this month 
to rescind the doctor of 
humane letters bestowed 
upon Armstrong in 2006. 
During his keynote speech 
in which he revealed a 
Tufts cycling jersey be¬ 
neath his academic robes, 
Armstrong talked about his 
battle with testicular can¬ 
cer and the need for ev¬ 
eryone to get involved. He 
told graduates: “Be active. 
Be involved. Be heard. Be 
aggressive. Be smart. Don't 
be afraid.” The university 
said Wednesday that while 
respecting Armstrong's 
cancer-fighting effcrts, the 
board cancluded his “ac¬ 
tions as an athlete are in¬ 
consistent with the values 
of the university." Armstrong 
was stripped of seven Tour 
De France titles after the 
U.S. Anti-Doping Agency 
revealed evidence of per¬ 
formance-enhancing drug 
use.Q

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U.S. to try third women’s football league

CHICAGO (AP) — Another 
American women’s foot¬ 
ball league will try to suc¬ 
ceed where two previous 
attempts have failed. 

The currently unnamed 
eight-team league will 
launch in the spring, U.S. 
Soccer announced on 
Wednesday. The clubs will 
be in Boston, Chicago, Kan¬ 
sas City, New Jersey, Port¬ 
land, Seattle, western New 
York and Washington. 

The sport has repeatedly 
shown it can draw large 
numbers of American fans 
in the stands and on TV for 
the World Cup and Olym¬ 
pics, but women’s football 
has yet to find a foothold as 
a pro sport in the U.S. 

WUSA folded in 2003 af¬ 
ter three seasons, failing to 
capitalize on the success 
of the 1999 Women’s World 
Cup. 

More recently. Women’s 
Professional Soccer folded 
this year, also after three 
seasons. 


With a vested interest in en¬ 
suring national team play¬ 
ers have somewhere to 
play in the years leading up 
to the 2015 Women’s World 
Cup, U.S. Soccer is step¬ 
ping in this time to seek to 
create a viable economic 


model. The teams will still 
be privately owned, but the 
federation will pay for the 
salaries of 24 national team 
players. 

U.S. Soccer also will fund 
the league’s front offices. 
“We are subsidizing the pri¬ 


vate sector here to try to 
make it sustainable, to try to 
make the investments nec¬ 
essary by the private sector 
smaller," U.S. Soccer Presi¬ 
dent Sunil Gulati said on a 
conference call. 

The Canadian and Mexi¬ 


can federations also will 
pay the salaries of some of 
their players, with the same 
goal of ensuring their na¬ 
tional teams are well-pre¬ 
pared for the World Cup. 
That means each club 
won’t have to spend on sal¬ 
aries for up to seven play¬ 
ers. 

“We won’t start off with 
the sort of deficits that we 
started the last two leagues 
with," Boston Breakers man¬ 
aging partner Michael 
Stoller. The league will try 
to save money compared 
with the WPS in other ways, 
as well. Gulati said teams 
might sign fewer elite inter¬ 
national players. 

Clubs will play in smaller sta¬ 
diums to lower operating 
costs and do less market¬ 
ing. 

“What we need is a sustain¬ 
able model: Less hype, bet¬ 
ter performance,” Gulati 
said. 

“The hype will come if we 
have the performance.’’□ 


Hiroki Kuroda, Yankees agree to $15 million deal

NEW YORK (AP) — The New 

York Yankees filled one of 
the slots in their rotation 
Tuesday, agreeing to a $15 
million, one-year contract 
with No. 2 starter Hiroki Ku¬ 
roda as they await a deci¬ 
sion from Andy Pettitte on 
whether he wants to return 
in 2013. 

“It something that I think fits 
how we’ve operated here 
in the last number of years, 
to do short-term circum¬ 
stances on high-end play¬ 
ers,” Yankees general man¬ 
ager Brian Cashman said. 
The Yankees will pay the 
luxury tax on high payrolls 
for the 10th straight season 
this year and will hand over 
more tax money in 2013. 
But they say they want to 
get under 2014’s threshold 
of $189 million, which would 
enable them to get some 
of their revenue-sharing 
dollars back. That’s why a 
one-year deal made sense 
for Kuroda, a right-hander 
who turns 38 in February. 
The Japanese star was the 
Yankees’ most consistent 
pitcher during the regular 
season. He went 16-11, ty¬ 


ing for the team lead in 
wins, and led New York with 
33 starts and 219 2-3 innings. 
Cashman called the agree¬ 
ment “a relief.” 

“Hiroki Kuroda chose us 
on a lesser deal last year 
and I suspect he’s done 
the same again this year,” 
Cashman said. “By coming 
here, I suspect that he left 
money on the table. I sus¬ 
pect it was a very aggres¬ 
sive market on him, and I 
think it is a reflection of he 
really enjoyed playing here 
for this city, for this team, for 
this organization and with 
these teammates to come 
back under the circum¬ 
stances he’s coming back 
on." 

After losing six of his first 
nine decisions, Kuroda fin¬ 
ished with a 3.32 ERA that 
was second among New 
York starters behind Pet- 
titte’s 2.87. 

“I am very happy and ex¬ 
cited to re-sign with the 
Yankees,” Kuroda said in 
a statement. “I am very 
grateful for all of the inter¬ 
est and all of the offers that 
I received from the various 
teams that courted me. It 
was a tough decision for 


me to make, but at the end 
of the day, I wanted to try 
to win a championship with 
the teammates that I went 
to battle with last season." 
Kuroda joined the Yankees 
after four seasons with the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, was 
given a $10 million base sal¬ 
ary last season and earned 


$1 million more in perfor¬ 
mance bonuses based on 
innings. He turned down a 
$13.3 million qualifying of¬ 
fer from the Yankees, and 
he would have cost a new 
team a selection in June’s 
amateur draft. 

He joins CC Sabathia, Phil 
Hughes and Ivan Nova in 


the Yankees’ projected 
starting rotation for next 
season, with David Phelps 
also a possibility. 

Pettitte, who came out 
of retirement to rejoin the 
Yankees, hasn’t decided 
whether he wants to play 
next year. Cashman won’t 
say how long he’ll wait.Q

UEFA cited “the tense security situation in the region” for 
postponing Thursday’s match in Haifa between Hapoel 
Kiryat Shmona and Spanish side Athletic Bilbao. 

UEFA said a decision on rescheduling the match will be 
made by the end of the week. 

UEFA said the decision didn't affect its plans to meet in 
Tel Aviv next Wednesday to conduct the draw for the Un- 
der-21 European Championship. 

Israel is to host the eight-nation tournament next June. 
UEFA President Michel Platini is expected to attend the 
draw along with officials from competing nations includ¬ 
ing England, Germany, Italy, Russia and Spain. 

Athletic Bilbao had been scheduled to fly to Israel on 
Wednesday for the group-stage Europa League match. 
Athletic spokesman Xavier Fernandez said UEFA called 
the club and informed it that “due to the circumstanc¬ 
es currently prevailing in Israel, the match was not to go 
ahead.” 

“As a consequence we have not flown out there,” Fer¬ 
nandez told The Associated Press. 

UEFA has been monitoring the security situation since an 
Israeli offensive in Gaza flared last week. □ 


“It’s a stronger tour and 
you have the best players 
in America,” Colsaerts said 
Wednesday.

Championship runner-up. 


“The U.S. tour is an attrac¬ 
tive tour. You play in one 
place and it’s quite an 
easy tour to travel around,” 
said Donald, whose home 
is in Chicago. “Europe is 
becoming increasingly dif¬ 
ficult. There are a fewer 
events in Europe and more 
in Asia. 

They have done well to 
create a schedule with lots 
of events in Asia, but it has 
its disadvantages through 
travel. You can’t blame 
any player for wanting to 
go play on the U.S. tour.” 
Poulter, who has called 
Florida home for the past 
four years, said high-profile 
sponsors are needed to en¬ 
sure the European Tour re¬ 
mains relevant. 

“It's a tough situation for 
the tour to be in, and I re¬ 
ally hope there’s a plan 
to help the tour get more 
big sponsors,” Poulter said. 
“Obviously, Europe in gen¬ 
eral as a continent is strug¬ 
gling. 


There's not much money 
and it’s very hard to con¬ 
vince sponsors to put big 
tournaments on. I don’t 
think that trend is going to 
change just yet.” 

European Tour Chief Exec¬ 
utive George O'Grady said 
the departure of so many 
stars was a testament to 
the quality of players in 
Europe and the increasing 
openness of the PGA Tour 
to accept them. 

But he agreed that keep¬ 
ing the top talent requires 
larger amounts of prize 
money, an increasingly dif¬ 
ficult prospect at a time 
when the financial crisis has 
led this year to the loss of 
four European Tour events 
in Spain and one in Czech 
Republic. 

“We are concerned but 
not panicking,” O’Grady 
said. 

“We have to improve our 
game back here in heart¬ 
land Europe, make our 
tournaments better and 
that also means richer. We 
don't seem to have any 
problem on the structure 
in the game in Europe de¬ 
veloping the talent. But 
you want to see more of 
your talent as much as you 
can.” 

Not every big name is ready 
to give up on the European 
Tour. Top-ranked Rory Mc- 
llroy still plans to make it a 
central part of his season. 

“I think with the way golf 
has gone, you can be a 
global player and you can 
play all over the world,” 
said Mcliroy, who won the 
European and PGA Tour 
money titles this season. “I 
don't think anyone is going 
to neglect the European 
Tour. 

“The European Tour gave 
me a lot of opportunities 
coming through, and it’s 
something that I'll never 
forget and something that 
I’ll always hold onto.”Q 
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Boxer ‘Macho’ Camacho critical in Puerto Rico

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — The family of Hec¬ 
tor “Macho" Camacho 
tried to decide Wednes¬ 
day whether he should be 
removed from life support 
after a shooting in his Puer¬ 
to Rican hometown left the 
former boxing champion 
clinging to life and his tons 
mourning the loss of o dy¬ 
namic and often troubled 
athlete. 

Doctors at the Centro 
Medico trauma center in 
San Juan were conducting 
additional tests to deter¬ 
mine whether he was brain 
dead, according to said 
Ismael Leandry, a longtime 
friend and former manager 
who has been at the hospi¬ 
tal with family members. 
“He’s battling minute to 
minute. This is the most im¬ 
portant fight of his life," Dr. 
Ernesto Torres, director of 
the Centro Medico trauma 
center in San Juan, told The 
Associated Press outside 
the hospital in the Puerto 
Rican capital. 

Doctors initially hod said 
Camacho was in critical, 
but stable condition and 
expected to survive otter 
he was shot Tuesday night 
in the city of Bayomon. 
But his condition worsened 
overnight and his heart 
stopped at one point, Tor¬ 
res said. 


The 50-year-old Cama¬ 
cho was shot as he and a 
friend sot in a Ford Mustang 
parked outside a bar. Po¬ 
lice spokesman Alex Diaz 
said officers found nine 
small bags of cocaine in 
the friend's pocket, and a 
10th bag open inside the 
car. The specialists will then 
consult with other doctors 
and Camacho's mother, 
who flew in Wednesday 
from New York, to discuss 
whether he should be re¬ 
moved from life support, 
said Ismael Leandry, a 
longtime friend and former 
manager who was also at 
the hospital. 

“We just have to wait to 
see if ‘Macho’ gets better. 
It’s a hard battle," Leandry 
told AP. 

Torres said Camacho’s 
mother, Mario Mafias, 
spent about 20 minutes 
with her son, one of the 
most dynamic boxing per¬ 
sonalities of his era, and 
was expected to return for 
a second visit on Wednes¬ 
day night. 

“His mother came and she 
is devastated,” he said. 
“She knows the prognosis is 
not at all favorable.” 

A godson, Widniel Ador¬ 
no, said the family has dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of or¬ 
gan donation but no final 
decision has been made. 
Camacho’s friend, identi¬ 
fied as 49-year-old Adrian 
Mojica Moreno, was killed 


in the attack. Police said 
two assailants fled in an 
SUV but no arrests hove 
been made and no motive 
has been disclosed. 
Camacho was rushed to 
Centro Medico, where 
doctors initially said the bul¬ 
let passed through his jaw 
and lodged in his shoulder. 
Torres said the bullet dam¬ 
aged three of the four main 
arteries in his neck and frac¬ 
tured two vertebrae, which 
could leave him paralyzed 
if he were to survive. 


Steve Tonnenbaum, who 
has also represented Ca¬ 
macho in the post, hod 
been told earlier by friends 
at the hospital that the 
boxer would make it. 

“This guy is a cat with nine 
lives. He’s been through 
so much,” he said. “If any¬ 
body can pull through it will 
be him.” 

Friends and family mem¬ 
bers waited anxiously at 
the hospital, fondly recall¬ 
ing Camacho’s high-ener¬ 
gy personality and his pow¬ 


erful skills in the ring. 

“He was like a little brother 
who was always getting 
into trouble,” said former 
featherweight champion 
Juan Laporte, a fellow 
Puerto Rican who grew up 
and trained with Camacho 
in New York. 

Camacho has been con¬ 
sidered one of the more 
controversial figures in 
boxing, but also popular 
among fans and those who 
worked in the sport. 

“The Macho Man was a 
promoter’s dream,” re¬ 
nowned promoter Don King 
told AP. “He excited boxing 
fans around the world with 
his inimitable style. He was 
a nice, amiable guy away 
from the ring." 

King hod promoted Ca¬ 
macho but was caught off 
guard by news of the at¬ 
tack on the former cham¬ 
pion. “What a tragedy this 
is,” he said. “I’m very sorry 
for Hector and his family. 
My prayers go out to him." 
The fighter’s last title bout 
came against then-welter- 
weight champion Oscar 
De La Hoya in 1997, a loss 
by unanimous decision. 
He lost fought in May 2010, 
losing to Saul Duran. Tan- 
nenboum said they were 
looking at a possible bout 
in 2013. 

“We were talking come¬ 
back even though he is 
50,” he said. “I felt he was 
capable of it."Q 


NHL lockout talks break off again with frustration

NEW YORK (AP) - NHL labor 
talks broke off soon after 
they resumed Wednesday, 
with players maintaining 
their new proposal was a 
huge economic conces¬ 
sion and Commissioner 
Gary Bettman pretty much 
saying the only deal he will 
agree to is the one man¬ 
agement proposed last 
month. 

On the 67th day of a lock¬ 
out that already has wiped 
out more than a quarter 
of the regular season, the 
sides headed home for 
Thanksgiving with no end 
in sight to the sport’s fourth 


work stoppage. The union’s 
negotiating committee 
planned to brief players 
and get back in touch with 
management on Friday. 
"We’re dealing with a 
union that really isn’t try¬ 
ing to negotiate, make any 
deal that we can live with 
for the long-term health of 
this game,” Bettman said 
outside the league’s Man¬ 
hattan office when ques¬ 
tioned by a fan, 41 -year-old 
Jaymes Hall of Lancaster, 
Pa. "We’re hoping that 
with the passage of time, 
the players’ association will 
come to realize that what 
we hove proposed has 
been more than fair. And 


the fact that we’re keeping 
this proposal on the table, 
when it was contingent on 
on 82-game season, should 
be evidence of our desire 
to get this done the right 
way.” Informed of Bett- 
mon’s comments, union 
head Donald Fehr said 
"my response is they seem 
to consider negotiating to 
be merely agreeing with 
them.” "We’ve identified 
what’s important to play¬ 
ers, but they seem to be so 
for at least unwilling to treat 
those concerns in a serious 
way,” Fehr said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

Players made what both 
sides called a comprehen¬ 


sive proposal. Fehr said 
the sides were $182 million 
opart in a five-year deal, 
which comes to $1.2 million 
annually for each of the 30 
teams. "On the big things 
there was as of today no 
reciprocity in any mean¬ 
ingful sense, no movement 
on the players’ share, no 
movement on salary-arbi¬ 
tration eligibility, no move¬ 
ment on free agency eligi¬ 
bility, no agreement on a 
pension plan,” Fehr said os 
he left the talks. 
Management wants to in¬ 
crease eligibility for free 
agency to 28 years of age 
or eight seasons of NHL ser¬ 
vice, up from 27 or 7. 


Management also pro¬ 
posed Wednesday adding 
a year of service for salary 
arbitration eligibility, hiking 
it from 1-4 to 2-5 years of 
service, depending on the 
age a player signs, a person 
familiar with the bargain¬ 
ing said. The person spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because that detail wasn’t 
announced. 

"There seems to be a lot of 
spinning and gamesman¬ 
ship going on,” Bettman 
said. Winnipeg defense- 
man Ron Hainsey, among 
nine players at the bar¬ 
gaining, said the union was 
"disappointed with the re¬ 
sponse.” □

YOKOHAMA, Japan (AP) — 

Toshiba Corp. unveiled a 
robot Wednesday that the 
company says can with¬ 
stand high radiation and 
help in nuclear disasters. 
But it remains unclear what 
exactly the new machine 
will be capable of doing if 
and when it gets the go- 
ahead to enter Japan's 
crippled Fukushima Dai-ichi 
nuclear plant. 

The four-legged robot can 
climb over debris and ven¬ 
ture into radiated areas 
off-limits to human workers.

Facebook 
proposes to 
end voting on 
privacy issues 

NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
book is proposing to end 
its practice of letting us¬ 
ers vote on changes to its 
privacy policies. The com¬ 
pany says it will continue to 
let users comment on pro¬ 
posed updates. 

The world's biggest social 
media company plans to 
announce Wednesday 
that its voting mechanism, 
which is triggered only if 
enough people comment 
on proposed changes, has 
become a system that em¬ 
phasizes the quantity of re¬ 
sponses over the quality of 
discussion. 

Facebook began letting us¬ 
ers vote on privacy chang¬ 
es in 2009. Since then, it has 
gone public and its user 
base has ballooned from 
around 200 million to more 
than 1 billion. As part of the 
2009 policy, users’ votes 
only count if more than 30 
percent of all Facebook’s 
active users partake.Q

With obstacles that aren’t 
as even and predictable 
as steps, such as the debris 
at the plant, it may need 
as much as 10 minutes to 


figure out how to clear the 
object, Toshiba acknowl¬ 
edged. And if it ever falls, 
it will not be able to get up 
on its own. Still, Tokyo Elec¬ 
tric Power Co. said it might 
use the robot to inspect the 
suppression chamber of 
the Fukushima plant, where 
a devastating meltdown 
took place after a mam¬ 
moth tsunami slammed 
into northeastern Japan on 
March 11,2011. 

Toshiba began develop¬ 
ing the robot after the di¬ 
saster with hopes it would 
prove useful in helping to 
decommission the plant. 
No human has been able 
to enter the highly radiated 
chamber since the tsunami 
disaster. 

“We need this to go in and 
first check what is there,” 


said Toshiba Senior Manag¬ 
er Goro Yanase. 

It was unclear when a de¬ 
cision on the robot’s use 
would be made, accord¬ 
ing to TEPCO, which oper¬ 
ates the nuclear plant. 
Although what Toshiba 
showed was top-notch ro¬ 
botics, what the machine 
might be able to do ap¬ 
peared limited in the face 
of the disaster’s magnitude 
and complexity. 

Japan boasts among the 
world's most sophisticated 
robotics technology, exem¬ 
plified in the walking, talk¬ 
ing human-shaped Asimo 
robot from Honda Motor 
Co. The inability of such 
gadgetry to help out with 
the Fukushima disaster was 
widely criticized. 

Part of the reason is that 
robots, although suited for 


tasks such as greeting visi¬ 
tors at dealerships, are too 
delicate. Their wireless re¬ 
mote-controlled networks 
are not designed to en¬ 
dure high radiation. Honda 
has acknowledged Asimo 
would not have been 
able to withstand the en¬ 
vironment at Fukushima, as 
some had suggested. 
Toshiba’s Yanase said the 
new robot, which has a do¬ 
simeter to measure radia¬ 
tion and six cameras, can 
stay in a 100 millisievert en¬ 
vironment for about a year 
and can tolerate even 
higher radiated areas for 
shorter periods. At 100 mil- 
lisieverts, the rise in cancer 
cases caused by radiation 
becomes statistically de¬ 
tectable, although even 
lower dose radiation is not 
advisable for people.Q

Deere posts downbeat 2013 outlook

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

number of Americans seek¬ 
ing unemployment aid re¬ 
mained elevated for a sec¬ 
ond straight week because 
Superstorm Sandy forced 
many people to seek tem¬ 
porary benefits. 

The Labor Department 
said Wednesday that first¬ 
time applications for ben¬ 
efits fell by 41,000 last week 
to a seasonally adjusted 
410,000. That offset only 
part of the previous week's 
surge. Two weeks ago, the 
storm drove applications 
up by 90,000 to 451,000, 
an 18-month high. Nearly 
44,000 people in New York 
and 31,000 in New Jersey 
applied for benefits that 
week, according to the 
latest state data avail¬ 
able. People in Pennsylva¬ 
nia and Connecticut also 
sought benefits because 
of the storm. Workers can 
claim unemployment ben¬ 
efits if their employers are 
forced to close and they 
aren’t paid. Sandy could 
keep applications higher 
for another week, depart¬ 
ment officials say. 

The four-week average, a 
less volatile measure, rose 
by 9,500 to 396,250. 

Before the storm, weekly 
applications had fluctu¬ 
ated this year between 
360,000 and 390,000. At the 
same time, employers add¬ 
ed an average of nearly 
157,000jobs a month. That’s 
barely enough to lower the 
unemployment rate, which 
was 7.9 percent in Octo¬ 
ber. 

The storm should also slow 
job growth in November, 
economists said. □

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Trac¬ 
tor maker Deere & Co. is 
taking a cautious view of 
2013, as drought and eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty hold 
back spending in some of 
the world’s biggest farm 
economies. 

Also, its most recent quar¬ 
terly profit missed analysts’ 
expectations. 

Deere shares fell $3.18, 
or 3.7 percent, to $82.81 
in Wednesday afternoon 
trading. 

Deere is the world’s larg¬ 
est maker of agricultural 
equipment, like the bright 
green tractors and com¬ 
bines that prowl farm fields 
during planting and har¬ 
vest seasons. Its fortunes 
rise and fall with those of 
farmers. 

In recent years, that’s been 
a booming business as 
strong crop prices have put 
money in farmers’ pockets. 
But there were signs of a 


slowdown in farm spending 
in Deere’s outlook for the 
fiscal year that began this 
month. 

And with the so-called “fis¬ 


cal cliff" of potential tax in¬ 
creases and spending cuts 
looming in the U.S., Deere is 
cautious about big spend¬ 
ing projects. 


Deere expects agriculture 
sales in the U.S. and Cana¬ 
da to be flat for the year, as 
farmers continue to recov¬ 
er from a major drought in 


2012. It predicted farmers 
will have $402.5 billion in 
cash receipts for 2013 — 
down by $2.5 billion from 
Deere’s August prediction 
— but still higher than in 


2012 or 2011. 

It also predicted that Euro¬ 
pean sales would be flat to 
down 5 percent, and little 
changed in Asia. 

It expects 10 percent 
growth in South America. 
Overall Deere predicted 
that worldwide equipment 
sales will rise 5 percent for 
the year. 

Labor expenses are ris¬ 
ing, too. Deere hired 5,000 
more people this year to 
support its growth. 

And it will have spent $480 
million shoring up its pen¬ 
sion plans in fiscal 2012 — 
$5 million more than it had 
expected — and will spend 
some $550 million in the 
current fiscal year. 

Still, it predicted a fiscal 

2013 profit of $3.2 billion, 
slightly above the expecta¬ 
tions of analysts polled by 
FactSet. 

It said prices for its equip¬ 
ment will rise 3 percent 
for the year, on top of a 4 
percent gain in the fourth

STOCKHOLM (AP) — A 

U.N. report on rising green¬ 
house gas emissions re¬ 
minded world govern¬ 
ments Wednesday that 
their efforts to tight cli¬ 
mate change are tar from 
enough to meet their stat¬ 
ed goal ot limiting global 
warming to 2 degrees Cel¬ 
sius (3.6 Fahrenheit). 

The report by the U.N. Envi¬ 
ronment Program, released 
just days ahead ot a major 
climate conference, said 
the concentration of heat¬ 
trapping greenhouse gases 
like carbon dioxide in the 
atmosphere is up about 20 
percent since 2000. 
Scientists say those emis¬ 
sions are contributing to 
climate change and that 
failure to contain them 
could have dangerous 
consequences, including 
rising sea levels inundat¬ 
ing coastal cities, dramatic 
shifts in rainfall disrupting 
agriculture and drinking 
water, the spread of dis¬ 
eases and the extinction of 
species. 

Emissions levels, driven by 
the burning of fossil fuels, 
need to come down by 
14 percent by 2020 for the 
world to reach a pathway 
that could keep the glob¬ 
al temperature rise below 
2 degrees Celsius, com¬ 


pared with pre-industrial 
levels, UNEP said. That’s the 
stated goal of U.N. climate 
negotiations, which resume 
next week in Doha, Qatar. 
But it won't happen if coun¬ 
tries don't come ahead 
with more ambitious plans 
to cut emissions than what’s 
currently on the table. 

The U.N. agency said if no 
swiff action is taken, emis¬ 
sions are likely to hit 58 gi- 
gatons in 2020 — 14 giga- 
tons too much to have a 
chance of limiting warming 
to 2 degrees.

On Tuesday the 
World Meteorological Or¬ 
ganization reported that 
the amount of greenhouse 
gases in the atmosphere 
reached a record high last 
year. 

Climate activists said the 
reports underscored the ur¬ 
gency in advancing clean 
technologies, such as wind 
and solar power. 

“The only way we are go¬ 
ing achieve the necessary 
cuts in emissions is to move 
away from fossil fuels and 
towards a world of renew¬ 
able energy,” said Kaisa 
Kosonen, climate policy 
adviser at Greenpeace. 
The Kyoto Protocol, the only 
international agreement 
to reduce the emissions of 
greenhouse gases from in¬ 
dustrial countries, expires 
this year. Talks in Doha will 
focus on extending it for 
another term while negoti¬ 
ators work on a more com¬ 
prehensive climate pact 
that would also include de¬ 
veloping countries, whose 
share of global emissions is 
growing. □

Winning an election doesn’t just 
offer the chance to govern the 
country. It offers o chance to 
feel nnorally and intellectually 
superior to the party you’ve just 
beaten. This is on inescapable 
aspect of dennocratic culture: 
No matter what reason tells us 
about the vagaries of politics, 
something in the American 
subconscious assumes that the 
voice of the people really is the 
voice of God, and that being 
port of o winning coalition must 
be o sign that you’re His chosen 
one os well. This means the los¬ 
ing coalition must be doomed 
to wander east of Eden, and lib¬ 
erals hove been having o good 
time with this idea of late. “Those 
poor, benighted Republicans!’’ 
runs the subtext of their post¬ 
election commentary. “They 
can’t read polls! They can’t 
reach Hisponics! They don’t un¬ 
derstand women! They don’t 
hove o team of Silicon Valley 
sorcerers running their turnout 
operations!’’ Bock in 2011, the 
Obama White House earned 
some mild mockery for its “win 
the future’’ slogan. But now that 
the president has been re-elect¬ 
ed, the liberal conventional wis¬ 
dom is that the Democrats have 
done just that - that Republi¬ 
cans ore now Radio Shock to 
their Apple store, “The Waltons’’ 
to their “Modern Family,’’ o me¬ 
diocre Norman Rockwell to their 
digitol-oge mosaic. 

Maybe it’s too soon to pierce 
this cloud of postelection smug¬ 
ness. But in the spirit of friendly 
correction - or, OK, maybe cur¬ 
mudgeonly annoyance - let me 
point out some slightly more un¬ 
pleasant truths about the future 
that liberalism seems to be win¬ 
ning. Liberals look at the Obama 
majority and see o coalition 
bound together by enlightened 
values - reason rather than su¬ 
perstition, tolerance rather than 
bigotry, equality rather than hi¬ 
erarchy. But it’s just os easy to 
see o coalition created by so¬ 
cial disintegration and unified 
by economic fear. Consider the 
Hispanic vote. Are Democrats 
winning Hisponics because they 
put forward o more welcoming 
face than Republicans do - one 
more in keeping with America’s 
tradition of assimilating migrants 
yearning to breathe free? Yes, 
up to o point. But they’re also 
winning recent immigrants be¬ 
cause those immigrants often 
aren’t assimilating success¬ 
fully - or worse, ore assimilating 
downward, thanks to rising out- 
of-wedlock birthrates and high 
dropout rotes. The Democratic 
edge among Hisponics de¬ 
pends heavily on these darker 
trends: the weaker that families 
and communities ore, the more 
necessary government support 
inevitably seems. Likewise with 


the growing number of unmar¬ 
ried Americans, especially un¬ 
married women. Yes, social is¬ 
sues like abortion help explain 
why these voters lean Demo¬ 
cratic. But the more important 
explanation is that single life is 
generally more insecure and 
chaotic than married life, and 
single life with children - which is 
now commonplace for women 
under 30 - is almost impossible 
to navigate without the sup¬ 
port the welfare state provides. 
Or consider the secular vote, 
which has been growing swiftly 
and tilts heavily toward Demo¬ 
crats. The liberal image of o 
non-churchgoing American is 
probably the “spiritual but not 
religious’’ seeker, or the bright 
young atheist reading Richard 
Dawkins. But the typical un¬ 
churched American is just os of¬ 
ten on underemployed working- 
class man, whose secularism is 
less on intellectual choice than 
a symptom of his disconnec¬ 
tion from community in general. 
What unites oil of these stories is 
the growing failure of America’s 
local associations - civic, famil¬ 
ial, religious - to foster stability, 
encourage solidarity and moke 
mobility possible. 

This is o crisis that the Republi¬ 
can Party often badly misun¬ 
derstands, casting Democratic- 
leaning voters os lazy mooch- 
ers or spoiled children seeking 
“gifts’’ (os o certain former 
Republican presidential nomi¬ 
nee would hove it) rather than 
recognizing the reality of their 
economic struggles. But if con¬ 
servatives don’t acknowledge 
the crisis’ economic compo¬ 
nent, liberalism often seems 
indifferent to its deeper social 
roots. The progressive bios to¬ 
ward the copital-F Future, the 
old left-wing suspicion of faith 
and domesticity, the fact that 
Democrats hove benefited po¬ 
litically from these trends - oil 
of this mokes it easy for liberals 
to just celebrate the emerging 
America, to minimize the costs 
of disrupted families and hol- 
lowed-out communities, and to 
treat the places where Ameri¬ 
cans have traditionally found 
solidarity outside the state (like 
the churches threatened by the 
Obomo White House’s contra¬ 
ceptive mandate) os irritants 
or threats. This is o great flow in 
the liberal vision, because what¬ 
ever role government ploys in 
prosperity, transfer payments 
are not a sufficient foundation 
for middle-class success. It’s not 
a coincidence that the eco¬ 
nomic era that many liberals 
pine for - the great, egalitarian 
post-World War II boom - was 
an era that social conservatives 
remember fondly os well: o time 
of leaping church attendance, 
rising marriage rotes and birth¬ 
rates, and widespread civic re¬ 
newal and engagement. 

No such renewal seems to be 
on the horizon. That isn’t o judg¬ 
ment on the Obomo White 
House, necessarily. But it is o 
judgment on o certain kind of 
blithe liberal optimism, and the 
confidence with which many 
Democrats assume their newly 
emerged majority is o sign of 
progress rather than decline.□ 
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If you listened to the Republican 
candidates this year, you heard 
o conventional set of argu¬ 
ments. But if you go online, you 
con find o vibrant and increas¬ 
ingly influential center-right con¬ 
versation. Most of the young 
writers and bloggers in this con¬ 
versation intermingle, but they 
con be grouped, for clarity’s 
soke, around o few hot spots: 
PALEOCONSERVATIVES: The 

American Conservative has be¬ 
come one of the more dynamic 
spots on the political Web. Writ¬ 
ers like Rod Dreher and Daniel 
Larison tend to be suspicious of 
bigness: big corporations, big 
government, o big military, con¬ 
centrated power and concen¬ 
trated wealth. Writers at that 
website, and at the tempera¬ 
mentally aligned Front Porch 
Republic, treasure tight commu¬ 
nities and local bonds. They’re 
alert to the ways capitalism con 
erode community. Disposition- 
oily, they ore more Walker Percy 
than Pot Robertson. 

Larison focuses on what he colls 
the imperial tendencies of both 
the Bush and Obomo foreign 
policies. He crusades against 
what he sees os the unchecked 
killing power of drone strikes 
and champions o more modest 
and noninterventionist foreign 
policy. 


LOWER-MIDDLE REFORMISTS: 
Reihon Solom, o writer for Na¬ 
tional Review, E21 and others, 
recently pointed out that there 
ore two stories about where 
the Republican Party should go 
next. There is the upper-middle 
reform story: Republicans should 
soften their tone on the social is¬ 
sues to win over suburban voters 
along the coasts. Then there is 
o lower-middle reform story: Re¬ 
publicans should focus on the 
specific economic concerns of 
the multiethnic working class. 
Solom promotes the latter. This 
means acknowledging that 
working-class concerns ore not 
what they were in the 1980s. The 
income tax is less burdensome 
than the payroll tax. Family dis¬ 
ruption undermines social mo¬ 
bility. Republicans, he argues, 
should keep the social conser¬ 
vatism, which reinforces fami¬ 
lies, and supplement it with on 
agendo that supports upward 
mobility and social capital. 
Similarly, Henry Olsen of the 
American Enterprise Institute 
has argued for o Republican 
Party that listens more closely to 
working-class concerns. Ramesh 
Ponnuru of Notional Review has 
argued for family-friendly tax 
credits and other measures that 
reinforce middle-class dignity.

SOFT LIBERTARIANS: Some of 
the most influential bloggers on 
the right, like Tyler Cowen, Alex 
Toborrok and Megan McArdle, 
start from broadly libertarian 
premises but do not apply them 
in o doctrinaire way. 

Many of these market-oriented 
writers emphasize that being 
pro-market is not the some os 
being pro-business. Luigi Zin- 
goles of the University of Chi¬ 
cago published on influential 
book, “A Capitalism for the 
People,’’ that took aim at cro¬ 
ny capitalism.

Yuval Levin, the editor of Na¬ 
tional Affairs is one of the two or 
three most influential young writ¬ 
ers in politics today. He argues 
that we ore witnessing the fiscal 
crisis of the entitlement state, ex¬ 
emplified most of oil by explod¬ 
ing health core costs. His maga¬ 
zine promotes o big agendo of 
institutional modernization. 

The lawyer Adorn J. White has 
argued for on approach to ju¬ 
risprudence and regulatory af¬ 
fairs based on modesty, but not 
a doctrinaire clinging to original 
intent. Ryan Streeter of Indiana 
champions civil-society conser¬ 
vatism, an updated version of 
the Jock Kemp style.

BAYVILLE, N.Y. - If, in this 
week’s Thanksgiving crunch 
of cooking and traveling, 
you find yourself frozen in o 
momentary rictus of panic, 
try to think of Linda Morgan. 
Think of her standing se¬ 
renely in her kitchen on the 
North Shore of Long Island, 
with o view of o shimmer¬ 
ing waterway through o big 
window, drawing o deep 
breath os she prepares to 
orchestrate the feeding 
and entertaining of nearly

Morgan, a 59-year-old wife 
and mother who has a little 
side project working as the 
chief information officer 
for a major law firm, is one 
of those Thanksgiving cel¬ 
ebrants you’ll occasionally 
hear about, usually when 
an interior scream is passing 
through your skull at around 
noon on Big Thursday. 

Over the past half-decade 
or so, her answer to the 
logistical and gustatory 
challenges of this national 
holiday has been a spirit¬ 
ed one: double down. She 
used to welcome about 20 
people into her home. This 
year the count will tip closer 
to 39. They’re coming from 
other parts of Long Island, 
from New Mampshire, from 
Colorado - immediate fam¬ 
ily, extended family, friends. 
“It’s a big production," she 
said, and that’s even be¬ 
fore the magician. 

There must be lessons to 
be gleaned from an orga¬ 
nizational master like Linda 
Morgan, which is why we 
paid her a visit a couple of 
weeks ago. 

The excursion began with 
an important errand: a 
swing into Birch Mill Market, 
in the hamlet of Locust Val¬ 
ley, to order two turkeys.

“I have tasted every turkey 
that’s available in this part 
of Long Island," she said. 
The ones at Birch Mill quali¬ 
fied as her favorites. 

She opened the door of the 
shop and walked up to the 
counter. 

“I’m here for my Thanksgiv¬ 
ing order,” she said. 

“What’s so special about 
Thanksgiving at your 


house?” Tom De Ange- 
lis, the owner of the store, 
asked dryly. 

“I’m having 40 people this 
year,” she said with equal 
dryness and with no detect¬ 
able flinch. 

De Angelis sells birds that 
he secures from a private 
farm in North Carolina. If 
Morgan has done the work 
of extensive poultry scout¬ 
ing around Long Island, he 
appears to have done a 
similar thing on a national 
scale. 

“I’ve been in the business 30 
years,” he said. “I’ve tried 
every turkey on the market, 
and this is by far the best.” 
The North Carolina turkey 
comes with strips of salty 
fatback that are meant to 
be laid upon the breast of 
the roasting turkey to sea¬ 
son the meat and foster a 


crispy shellac of skin. 

As she placed her order, 
it became clear that Mor¬ 
gan does not endure a 
large-scale Thanksgiving 
dinner by cutting corners. 
If anything, she derives 
satisfaction from burrow¬ 
ing deeper into details. 
She stopped next at Suzie 
Cakez Cupcakes, a new 
Bayville bakery, because 
she believes that the owner 
of the place, Susan Rust, ex¬ 
presses the proper (precise 
and traditional) approach 
to biscotti. 


“No mixer allowed," Rust 
said, explaining that the 
recipe had originated with 
her Italian grandmother. “It 
all has to be done by hand. 
Butter’s key. They’re not 
good for you.” Morgan or¬ 
dered three dozen. 

She brought a small bag of 
the biscotti home to sam¬ 
ple after lunch, too, but 
upon surveying them on her 
kitchen counter, Morgan re¬ 
alized that in their most ide¬ 
al iteration. Rust’s biscotti 
should be narrower. 

“When her grandmother 
cuts them, they’re half the 
size,” she said. “I’ll have to 
talk to her about that. Be¬ 
cause then they’re crunchy 
on all sides." 

When the planning of 
Thanksgiving reaches such 
a granular level that there is 
contemplation of the width 


of planks of biscotti that will 
most likely be consumed 
with coffee when everyone 
in the house has already 
reached a stupor, how do 
you avoid becoming mired 
in reedy swamps of infor¬ 
mation overload? 

Morgan’s answer? Spread¬ 
sheets. 

“I use Excel to manage this 
thing,” she said. “And it 
has doubled in the last four 
years. So I’m kind of nervous 
about the next four years. 
Does that mean I’m going 
to have 80 people?” 


Really, though, she didn’t 
convey nervousness. May¬ 
be it’s because a fondness 
for systems runs in the fam¬ 
ily. 

“My father was really 
well-organized,” she said. 
“When he died, I could tell 
you what he spent for gas 
on his vacation in 1952.” 

Or maybe it’s because she 
makes a point of divvying 
up the primary cooking 
tasks among three people: 
herself; her brother, Mark 
Jozefowski; and her cous¬ 
in’s husband, Kevin Walsh. 
Even so, delegation can 
lead to friction. 

She and Walsh have, at 
times, disagreed on the fla¬ 
vor and correct viscosity of 
gravy. 

“Me’s always accusing me 
of making more like French 
gravy,” she said. “Me’s al¬ 


ways fighting me for putting 
in vermouth.” 

Gravy seems to be Mor¬ 
gan’s top challenge - a 
challenge that intensified 
this year when six quarts of 
homemade chicken stock 
went down the drain after 
her house lost power in Mur- 
ricane Sandy. 

“I would love for somebody 
to make a decent gravy 
that I could buy and pass 
off as my own,” she said. 
But prefab gravy never 
meets her standards. 

“Sometimes it’s just way 
too salty,” she said. “Some¬ 
times it tastes like dishwater. 
And probably it just doesn’t 
taste like home. Probably 
that’s really it.” 

Naturally, people bring 
food to Morgan’s Thanksgiv¬ 
ing as well - broccoli cas¬ 
serole, crab dip, a Polish 
dish of cucumbers in sour 
cream, baked Brie, sweet 
potatoes, various pies. She 
assigns the tasks, stuffs and 
cooks the birds, makes the 
dressing, prepares four of 
the appetizers, bakes a 
cheesecake. 

She sets up the bar, rents 
the tables and chairs, sets 
the tables, stacks the china, 
polishes the silver, arranges 
the dessert buffet. 

“It’s a bounty,” she said. 
Enough of a bounty that 
she instructs the crowd to 
bring along plenty of empty 
plastic containers that can 
be enlisted in an airlift of 
leftovers. (The invitations go 
out in September.) Enough 
of a bounty that the num¬ 
bers on that spreadsheet 
tell a complex story of their 
own: 34 serving dishes, 
12 glass serving dishes, 11 
platters, 39 salad plates, 
30 shrimp forks, 30 salad 
forks, five gravy boats, four 
breadbaskets, five brandy 
glasses, four cake knives. 

“If you come, you’re going 
to be a participant," she 
said. “You’re not really a 
guest.” 

Some cook. Some clean. 
Some entertain. A hoo¬ 
tenanny gets rolling after 
dinner, at around 8:30, in a 
room that is cleared out for 
music and sleight of hand. 
An annual highlight comes 
courtesy of a cousin named 
Paul, whom Morgan re¬ 
fers to as “the belligerent 
magician. "□
